“Ample time and opportunity has 
now been allowed to persons desig­ 
nated as members of local boards 
to present any icasons they may 
have for not sejving as such.

section six of tlie selective service 
law persons designated to perform 
this service are as effectively draft­ 
ed for this dujy as are the regis­ 
trants who ar » to be selected for

future, 
members of local boards will be ex­ 
cused from performing this service 
only for the most urgent reasons 
approved by the governor of their 
state. It is requested that the gov­ 
ernor close’y scrutinize each case 
presented to him and that he rec­ 
ommend t i e excuse of members of 
local boards only in case of great 
hardship. 
Unless the governor be­ 
lieves th a ; the excuse presented is 
valid, substantial 
and 
controlling, 
the attention of the person should 
be directed to section six of the law 
and in case of further refusal to 
serve the case should be reported 
to the nearest representative of the 
federal 
departm ent 
of 
justice. 
These instructions do not apply, of 
course, to m em bers of boards who 
are to be removed under instruc­ 
tions from the the w ar department. 
The board also requests the pub­ 
lication of the following ruling for 
tlie information of people who may 
be asked to sign the affidavits of 
persons claiming exemption: 
“Penalties—-Any person who shall 
be a party to the making of any 
false statement or certificate as lo 
the fitness of himself or any other 
jfrmrsmt for service under the provi­ 
sions of this 
act, 
or 
regulations 
made by the president thereunder, 
or otherwise evades or aids another 
to evade the requirements of this 
act or of said regulations, or who, 
in any manner, shall fail or neglect 
fully to perform any duty required 
of him in the execution of this act, 
shall, if not subject to military law, 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon 
conviction 
in 
the 
district 
court of the United States having 
jurisdiction thereof, 
be 
punished 
by imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or if subject to military 
law, shall be tried by court martial 
and suffer such unishment as a 
court-martial may direct.”

Federal Judge Martin, upon hear­ 
ing of the action, said he would 
postpone hearing on the company*» 
injunction suit. 
The basis for the proposed set­ 
tlement was worked out by Mayor 
Edwards, Mr. Feick and a ebmmit- 
tee of business men. Then it was 
approved, according 
to announce­ 
ment, by organizers 
of 
the men 
and 
their 
representatives, 
who 
were assured that, if accepted by 
the men, the mayor and committee 
w'ould stand with the employes in 
attempting to force the company 
to accept it. 
A meeting of 
the 
strikers w»4 
called at once at the labor temple 
and consideration of the proposal 
was taken up at noon. Many men 
spoke in favor of it. Although re­ 
ports at both the city hall and the 
labor temple were that the com­ 
pany would accept the recommen 
dations, officials refused 
to state 
their stand. It follows along some 
lines a proposal made by the com­ 
pany a few days ago. It does not 
include the 
“closed 
shop’ policy* 
previously insisted 
upon 
by

men, each employe being given the

AMERICANS TO HOSPITAL?

Wounded On Western Front. 


London, Aug. 16.—According to

London, Aug. 16.—Premier Lloyd 
George, speaking in the house of 
commons this afternoon, said that 
this time l ust year the wheat in this 
country amounted to 6,180,000 quar­ 
ters and nowr if is 8,500,000 quar­ 
ters, The stock of oats and barley, 
he de clared, also was higher. 
Mr. 
Lloyd George said the acreage un­ 
ifier cultiva'ion showed an increase 
“«u «.it;- million acres. 
The condi­ 
tion ot f'Kx! supplies was very sat­ 
isfactory. The premier added there 
had ben an increase in the sugar 
reserve. 
“The government has come to the 
conclusion,” the premier said, “that 
with reasonable economy there is 
no chance of starving out England. 
The admiralty plans 
for 
dealing 
with submarines have been increas­ 
ingly successful.” 
Premier Lloyd George announced 
the troops of Field Marshal Haig 
had captured Langemarck. The pre­ 
mier said that Field Marshal Haig 
had telegraphed that 1,200 prison­ 
ers had been taken and that five 
guns had been captured by noon 
today. 
The premier said: 
“Ger­ 
many now is barely able to hold her 
own, not even that.” 
The British premier said that in 
the single month of April 560,000 
gross tons of shipping 
were 
lost 
through 
Teuton 
submarines. 
In 
July the tonnage 
went 
down 
to 
320,000 
gross 
tons. 
This month 
there wras a substantial improve­ 
ment over that of July. 
The net 
losses since the commencement of 
Germany’s 
unrestricted 
warfare 
was under 150,000 tons a month. 
Premier Lloyd George said that 
in the first six months of this year 
the new tonnage built was 484,000, 
w'hiie in the last six months, includ­ 
ing purchases, 
the 
new' 
tonnage 
would be 1,424,000. 
The premier 
also 
said 
a considerable addition 
had been made in the program of 
naval construction. 
There had been a considerable 
sáving in bread consumption, the 
premier said, and owing to closer 
milling and 
economy 
there had 
been an addition 
to 
the 
wheat 
stock of 70,000 quarters per week.

T H E M Y S T E R Y OF M A X I M IL I A N HA RDEN. 


This war has been and still is full of mysteries. 
Why Emperor 


William permitted himself to plunge the world into the unnecessary 


conflict in the first place, is and always will be a question that probably 


will never he answered. 
Why he should have forced the United States 


into the dreadful struggle is another one. 
People everywhere are ask­ 


ing these and other queries, and not even expecting a satisfactory reply. 


They are all a part of the many great mysteries of the most terrible 


contest at arms ever known in the history of the human race. 


But there are lesser mysteries that keep people wondering, as dif 


ferent phases of the situation develops. 
One of them is that of Maxi­ 


milian Harden, famous German editor and strong advocate of the lib 


©ration of his people from the despotic rule of the German kaiser. 


When almost every voice in his native land was hushed or stilled 


his alone was loudly proclaiming hitter truths to the people of the 


empire. 


He dared praise President Wilson's patient diplomacy. 
He dared 


to scoff e.t the submarine warfare, saying that by offending America 


Germany would pay a terrible price. 
He even dared to criticise the 


kaiser himself and his most trusted councilors. 


At times ais newspaper was suppressed, but after a temporary 


silence, Harden always came hack, more boldly than before. 
Lesser 


men have gone to prison for less, and, so the story goes, some of them 


have been shot at sunrise. 
But not so with Harden. 
His immunity 


from severe punishment is a riddle to all who have watched events 


Here is one explanation. 
In the last years of his life, after he had 


been dismissed from the post of chancellor of the empire that he had 


created by the present kaiser, the great Bismarck was embittered. 


He hated the “young whelp’’ who had dared to send him back to private 


lift*, after all his great work for the imperial state and the reigning 


family. 
The fallen leader was lonely, too. 
It was at this time that he 


met Harden, then a young and, as now', fiery journalist, and the two 


men became very close friends. 
It has always been believed that 


Bismarck imparted to Harden state secrets of a kind that have made 


the emperor afraid to treat him too drastically, dreading that should 


he do so those secrets would be given to the world. 


However, there are more ways than one to kill a eat. 
Likewise 


there were more ways than one to silence Harden. 
It was not neees 


sary to send him to his death, to a long imprisonment, or even to sup 


press his paper permanently. 
All the desperate government did was 


to invoke the auxiliary civil service law. 
Harden was assigned to duty 


as a military. 
As a part of the military machine he can not édit a newspaper, 


or criticise the army of which he is a minor unit. 
By this means it 


was planned to teach him tin* lesson that the kaiser will not tolerate 


having his policies or his actions condemned publicly—will not permit 


the truth to be told to his people. 
But Harden is not dead and some time he will come back.

THE M Y S T E R Y OF M A X I M I L I A N H A R D E N . 


1 his war has been and still is full of mysteries. 
Why Emperor 
William permitted himself to plunge the world into the unnecessary 
conflict in tin first place, is and always will be a question that probably 
will never be answered. 
Why he should have forced the United State: 


into ihe dreadful struggle is another one. 
People everywhere are ask 
ing these and other queries, and not even expecting a satisfactory reply. 


1 hey are all a part of the many great mysteries of the most terrible 
contest at arms ever known in the history of the human race. 


But there are lesser mysteries that keep people wondering, as dil 
ferent phases of the situation develops. 
One of them is that of Maxi­ 


milian Harden, famous German editor and strong advocate of the lib 
e rat ion of his people from the despotic rule of the German kaiser, 


When almost every \oice in his native land was hushed or stilled 
his alone was loudly proclaiming bitter truths to the people of th< 
empire. 


H<‘ dared praise President Wilson’s patient diplomacy. 
He dared 
to scoff at the submarine warfare, saying that by offending Americi 


Germany would pay a terrible price. 
He even dared to criticise th» 


kaiser himself and his most trusted councilors. 
At times his newspaper was suppressed, hut after a temporary 
silence, Harden always came back, more boldly than before. 
Lesse: 
men have gone to prison for less, and, so the story goes, some of them 


have been shot at sunrise. 
But not so with Harden. 
His immunity 
from severe punishment is a riddle to all who have watched events. 
Here is one explanation. 
In the last years of his life, after he had 


been dismissed front the post of chancellor of the empire that he had 


created by the present kaiser, the great Bismarck was embittered. 
He hated the “young whelp” who had dared to send him back to private 


life, after all his great work for the imperial state and the reigning 
family. The fallen leader was lonely, too. 
It was at this time that h< 


met Harden, then a young and, as now, fiery journalist, and the two 
men became very clos»* friends. 
It has always been believed that 
Bismarck imparted to Harden state secrets of a kind that have made 
th»* emperor afraid to treat him too drastically, dreading that should 


lu do 
those secrets would be given to the world. 
However, there are more ways than one to kill a cat. 
Likewise* 


there were more ways than one to silence Harden. 
It was not neces 
sar> to s»*nd him to his death, to a long imprisonment, or even to sup 
press his paper permanently. 
All the desperate government did was 


to invoke tin auxiliary civil service law. 
Harden was assigned to dut 
as a military. 
As a part of the military machine he can not edit a newspaper, 


or criticise the army of wiiich he is a minor unit. 
By this means itj 
was planned to teach him the lesson that the kaiser will not tolerate 


having his policies or his actions condemned publicly—will not permit 


the truth to be told to his people. 
But Harden is not dead and some time he will come back.

partment, assembled 
in

mense cantonments, will devote all 
tin n energies to becoming season 
ed soldiers of America, 
ready to 
‘ hate Mm fortunes 
of 
war 
with 
their comrade* from other sections 
of the country. 
Sites 
for 
the 
cantonments 
where the future soldiers will bv 
trained have been se le c te d 
with 
regard to water supply, sanitation 
and 
transportation 
necessities. 
Camp Sherman, near 
Chil&cothe, 
Ohio, will train 37,$89 men 
from 
( dun and 
West 
Virginia; 
Camp 
Taylor, at Lou ¡ville, Kv„ 
41,$60 
men from Indiana and Kentucky; 
Cam?) Cutter, near Battle Creek, 
Mffch., 35,992 men from Michigan 
and \\ i seem sin; Camp Grant, near 
Rockford, ill., 37,264 men from Illi­ 
nois; 
( amp 
Dodge, 
near 
Dea 
Moines, la., 44,529 men from Iowa, 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Min­ 
nesota and Nebraska; and Camp 
Funston at Fort Riley. Kan., 45,880

Washington, Aug. 14.—-The entire 
687,000 men composing the first in­ 
crement of the army draft force* 
will be under training early in Oc­ 
tober. 
Presumably the first. increment 
will have been organized into skel­ 
eton companies, battalions or r eg i­ 
ments before the 
second 
arrives. 
The newcomers can be quickly ab­ 
sorbed bv a going concern in that 
case, and the third lot can be taken 
into the war machinery with 
less disturbance when 
it 
fifteen days later. 
In 
farming 
communities 
local 
boards now will arrange the lists of 
tiiose to fill the 
first 
increment 
with local crop conditions in mind. 
Harvesting is in progress in many 
sections. 
Drafted men engaged in 
that w'ork and who otherwise would 
go with the iirst third of the district 
quota will be passed over to the 
second or third, as may be neces­ 
sary. 
Reviewing the question of dis­ 
charge for dependent relatives, Pro­ 
vost Marshal General Crowder is­ 
sued a supplemental ruling yester­ 
day, holding that 
persons 
should 
not be discharged because of de­ 
pendents resident abroad. 
“fl he object of the law permitting 
a person to be discharged provided 
h© has a person falling within any 
of the classes of dependents de­ 
pendent upon him was to prevent 
such 
dependents 
becoming 
a 
charge upon the American people/* 
the ruling says. 
“A dependent re­ 
siding abroad could 
not 
become 
such a charge. Persons claiming dis­ 
charge because of such a depend­ 
ent cannot properly b»> discharged 
on ground that such discharge is 
advisable, within the meaning of 
the act of congress/* 
That conscientious objections to 
war are not to oe excused entirely 
from serving the country was made 
clear in another ruling by the pro­ 
vost marshal, holding that 
such 
persons should be sent to the mob­ 
ilization camps along with others 
drafted, to be assigned later to 
noncombatant 
branches 
of 
the 
service. 
It is presumed they wil 
serve in the quartermasters’ corps, 
the medical corps or other units 
not employed in actual combat. 
Only in rare cases are railway 
mail clerks to be exempted. Today

blanket exemptions for this cl as 
of postal employes were based on 
a misinterpretation of the depait 
merit order covering postal exemp 
tions.

completed yesterday by the food 
administration. 
Creation of a wheat control hoard 
will be announced as soon as Presi­ 
dent W ilson has approved its per­ 
sonnel. 
This board, comprising of­ 
ficials of the food administration 
and leading men from the grain 
and milling industries, will be made 
responsible for putting into effect 
measures announced last night by 
the food administration. 
Regulations governing 
the 
con­ 
trol of wheat from 
the 
time 
it 
leaves the producer until it reaches 
the baker will go into effect Sep­ 
tember 1. To eliminate speculation 
all elevators and mills of more than 
100 barrels daily capacity will be 
required to take out a government 
license. 
1 he hope of the food administra­ 
tion is that the industries will co­ 
operate readily with 
the 
govern­ 
ment ,and that many of the drastic 
powers given to the president in the 
food control bill will not have to 
be invoked. 
In iixing a price to be paid pro­ 
ducers for wheat the food adminis- 
i ration, it is said, will seek to give 
the farmer a fair price and at the 
same time name a figure which will 
permit the public to receive bread 
at a price much below 
that 
now 
prevailing. 
Licenses will be granted to flour 
mills only on condition that they 
charge a fair and reasonable price 
for their product. 
As soon as the 
wheat and flour 
industries 
have 
been put under regulation, the food 
administration plans to extend its 
control to bakeries, hoping to re­ 
duce the price now paid for bread. 
There is no present plan to put 
cereals other than wheat under im­ 
mediate 
control, 
although 
sugar 
soon may be under government su­ 
pervision. 
The price of the 1917 
crop 
of 
wheat to the farmer will be fixed 
by a committee, of which President 
Garfield, of Williams college, will 
be chairman. The names of the oth­ 
er members have not been made 
public. 
Congress, in passing 
the 
food 
bills, set a price of $2 on the 1918 
crop. 
The announced purpose 
of 
the 
food administration is to correct 
abuses in food administration, with 
as little dislocation to business as 
possible.

The pope’s proposals declare the

posals include in restoration of ter­ 
ritory the return to Germany of all 
her colonies as well as complete 
restoration of Belgium to her sov­ 
ereignty. 
The pope’s proposals have been 
delivered to the ambassadors and 
ministers of the warring powers 
in Rome, and is quite long, mak 
ing in print something more than 
a column of large newspaper type 
Special efforts are being math 
to facilitate its transportation to 
the United States.
